Portsmouth municipal court to take 
charge of the defense, and announc ed 
that the civil docket must be cleared in 
readiness for the trial of the 
murder 


case, beginning on Monday, June 12. 


Parks was then taken' back to the 


county juJ, accompanied by his at- 
torney, who entered his cell and re- 
mained in consultation with the prisoner 
aboui an hour. Judge Emery says he 
is unable at present to state what will 
be tho line of his defence. It is general- 
ly understood, however, that the claim 
will be made that at the time of the 
murdor Parks was insane from over in- 
dulgence m liquor. 


When Parks was brought to the coun- 


ty jail he was advised by his attorney to 
make no talk with anybody about the 
murder. This advice the prisoner has 
fully lived up to. He has been allowed 
the freedom of the jail corridor two 
hours every day, but he has moat of 
that time kept from the other prisoners, 
and so far as can be learned has not 
mentioned the murder to any of them. 
Letters from his father hava repeated 
the caution against committing him- 
self in bis conversation with jail at- 
tendants and fellow prisoners. 


"Cy" Curtis of Biddeford has formed 


as close an acquaintance as an/ one at 
jail with Parks but says the prisoner 
maintains silence regarding the crime 
with which he is charged.

The moccasin is the most rational 


and comfortable of all footgear. In 
moccasins the feet 'have full play; they 
can bead and grasp; there is nothing 
to chai'e them or to impede circulation. 
In nioecasins oue can move like an 
acrobat, crossing slender and slippery 
logs, climbing trees, or passing with 
ease and security along dizzy trails on 
the mountain side, where a "slip niigut 
mean sure destruction. The feet do 
not stick fast in the mud. 


In the North, when the mercury Is 


far below zero, and no civilized boot 
will protect the feet from freezing, the 
enrage suffers no inconvenience. His 
moccasins, stuffed with dried grass, 
let Mood course freely. The perspira- 
tion may freeze on the hay in a solid 
lump of ice, but the feet remain warm 
wood smoke, always dries soft after a 
wetting. In autumn, when all the 
leaves and twigs are as dry as tinder, 
a man wearing shoes makes a noise lu 
the forest like a troop of cavalry; but 
in moccasins he can move swiftly 
tlirouish the woods with the stealth of 
a panther. The-feet are not bruised, 
for, after enjoying for a lime the free- 
Indiaii-tauned, \vith deers' brains and 
dom of natural covering, these hlther- 
and dry. The buckskin moccasin, 
to plundering members become like 
hands, and feel their way through the 
dark like those of a cat, avoiding ob- 
stacles as though gifted with a special 
sense. 


Best of all, the moccasin is light. 


Inexperienced sportsmen and soldiers 
4i'fcet high-topped laced boots with 
heavy soles^ and hobnails, imagining 
that these are most serviceable for 
rough wear. But those boots weigh 
between four and five pounds, while 
a pair of thick mosse-hide moccasins 
weigh only eleven ounces. In march- 
ing ten miles, a man wearing the 
clumsy boots lifts twenty tons more 
shoe-leather than if he wore moc- 
casins.—Harper's Magazine. 


"Hello" in All I 


Perhaps the only word that is the 


same in all languages is the "hello" 
in response to the telephone cull. 
Wherever there is a telephone line the 
word is in use and means Just what it 
does in English. It can be heard in all 
the countries of the Orient, South 
Africa, Central and South America 
and in the Philippines. Its universal 
use is due to Thomas A. Edison. 


Previous to Mr. Edison's use of the 


•\vord over the 'phone and while it wai 
still in its experimental stage, various 
expressions were in use. When the 
first telephone line was opened up the 
inventor put his lips to the mouth- 
piece and said: "Hello." Since then 
"Hello" has been recognized as the 
proper method of answering a call 
over the 'phone. The inventor, spcaic- 
ing of this, said: 


"That positively was the first time 


"hello" went over a wire. Previous to 
this there were several calls. One of 
thorn was, 'Who is this?' That took 
up a great amount of time, and was 
useless. I suppose the old habit form- 
ed while a boy was responsible for my 
doing it. I was much amused while 
at the Paris Exposition to hear per- 
sons of all nationalities shouting out 
the wod old American salutation. On 
the Continent everywhere it is tho 
same and is hmghahle. It sounds 
quoer to hear a Russian after he lm< 
picked up the receiver shout 'Hello' 
into the mouthpiece, and then carry ou 
a conversation in his native tongue. 
It is stranger to hear the» foreigner 
trying to get his connection through 
tlu> central, and then, suddenly finding 
that he has It, to hoar him cry 'Hello.' 
As new Hues of telephones have been 
put up the cry has encircled the earth, 
and to-day the entire civilized world 
uses 'Hollo' Just th« same as it i« used 
in this country."

(ono inside of the other) over the lire. 
Have ready four good-sized 
cucum- 


bers. Wipe them crefully so they are 
perfectly clean. Cut them into squares 
two or three inches in size. Do not re- 
move the peel. When the almond oil 
begins to warm, put the cucumbers In 
it. 
Set the custard boiler on the back 


of the stove and let the water merely 
sim'mer for four or five hours. Strain. 
To six ounces of the strained liquid 
add one ounce of white wax one of 
spermaceti and two ounces of lanolinc. 
Heat until the wax, spermaceti and 
lanollne have melted: then take off the 
ftre and beat with an egg beater until 
cold, adding during the beating pro- 
cess two tcaspoonfuls of tincture of 
benzoin. This will make a delicious 
cncumbe- cream if "properly and care- 
fully prepared."

Nearly every libertine who makes a 


practice of drawing foolish women 
from the ways of rectitude has received 
pfci fumed notes through a private let- 
ter-box. 


Husbands and wives who stoop to 


clandestine correspondence have found 
it easy to do so by means of private 
letter- boxejj. 


Murderers, highwaymen, bunco-steer- 


ers, counterfeiters, embezzlers, havd 
found private letter-boxes an aid to 
villainy and a bar to detection. 


Until a short time ago 150 private 


postoffices were in operation in New 
York alone. 
Some had as many as 


one hundred letter-boxes, and brought 
the manager an income of perhaps $2,- 
000 a year. 


The class of people who used private 


letter-boxes included such men as Percy 
Yarrington, who travelled all over the 
United States in a luxurious private car 
carrying a gas machine which he pre- 
tended would make illuminating gas 
for seven cents a foot, and selling pat- 
ent rights for enormous sums. 


One, J. Leggette cleared $40,000 


through private letter-boxes by setting 
up bogus claims on great English es- 
tates and Inducing the supposed claim- 
ants to give him money to push their 
interests. 
Legpette became ia turn a 


sailor, school 
teacher, 
lawyer 
and 


judge. 
Forced to leave the bench to 


escape arrest for malfeasance, he elop- 
ed with a section foreman's wife. Then 
he went to Jackson, Tenn., and lived 
such a pious life that he became a 
doctor of divinity, a Baptist pastor and 
professor of oratory in the Southwes- 
tern Baptist' University and subse- 
quently he caused 
a .schism in the 


church and founded a magazine called 
the True Baptist. 


Another dangerous 
criminal was 


Charles Howard, who had a private let- 
ter-box, in a_Twelfth street office. 
He 


rarely called there himself, but had his 
mail placed in fresh envelopes and di- 
rected to other addresses. 
When the 


police got upon his trail the keeper ot 
the office professed ignorance regard- 
ing Howard, but as soon as the officer 
had gone he wrote to Howard warning 
him that officers 
were after him. 


W&en caught this warning letter was 
found on Howard's person. 


Mail order swindlers have been fre- 


quent .users of letter-boxes. They send 
circulars offering all kinds of things 
for sale and use stationery bearing 
elaborate headings and pictures of pa- 
latial offices. 
Tha address given is 


usually some number on Broadway or 
some other leading thoroughfare, and 
people are led to "believe that the writ- 
ers are doing business in large offices 
on such streets; in reality the address 
is that of a private post-office, perhaps 
in an honest cigar shop or drug store. 


The class of men and women who, 


through the-"Personal" columns ot cer- 
tain newspapers, advertise their desires 
to -meet somebody with the "object, 
matrimony," nearly always have pri- 
vate letter-boxes, and a vast number 
of foolish girls are ruined 
through 


their use. 
These victims are in many 


cases the daughters of prosperous and 
refined people, whose environment does 
not furnish the romance which their 
reading has taught them to wish for, 
and which they hope to find through 
clandestine 
correspondence. 


Near schools, colleges and other 


places attended by young girls one of 
these letter-Dox resorts nearly always 
flourishes, drawing a large patronage 
from the more adventurous and roman- 
tically inclined pupils, and on several 
occasions 
the 
postoffice 
authorities 


have been asked to break them up. 


Some of the private postmasters re- 


fuse to let their boxes to very young 
girls or to men. But any older woman 
can get one. 
In one of these places 


the fee is a dollar a week for each box 
and the lessees are people who can af- 
ford to wear handsome clothes and pay 
any price that is asked.

spondence through private letter-boxes.

FITZ LEE'S ADVENTURE. 


HU Flicht For Hto Life With K Com* 


manobe Cblef. 


It was to the 2d United States Cav- 


alry that Lieut. Fitzhugh Lee went, 
after his graduating leave in 1856, His 
active service commenced at once. The 
Indians were much excited at the cross- 
ing by emigrants of their lands and 
bunting grounds. With his usual eo-« 
ergy, Lieut. Lee distinguished himself 
in every fight witi tne Comanch.es In 
which he took part. 
He had some 


close calls. White on a scout once he 
dismounted to better follow the trail 
of an Indian who had taken to the 
brush. As Lee passed along the bot- 
tom of the ravine, the Indian, who con- 
cealed himself above the young lieu- 
tenant, leaped upon Lee's 
back, and 


for the moment had him down. The 
Comanche chief attempted to draw his 
knife, but Lee seized his right arm 
and 
prevented 
its use. 
Holding 


the 
warrior 
in this way, it was 


equally impossible for Lieut. Lee to 
draw his pistol. Tbe Indian, a famous 
war chief, was larger and heavier 
than the young officer, who was get- 
ting the worst of the tussle. His gym- 
nastic training saved his life. Sudden- 
ly releasing the right-hand hold, Lee 
struck the cWef twice, quick as light- 
ning, in the face, knocking him down. 
Before the warrior could recover from 
this new form of attack, Lee h,ad set- 
tled conclusions for good and all by 
two shots from his Colt's revolver. In 
another Indian fight a warrior dashing 
up close to him, shot Lee with an ar- 
row. It would hav« killed him had not 
the point turned pn a rib. As it was 
it penetrated several inches and, Lee 
had to ride about and command his 
men with the feathered end of the ar- 
row sticking out of his breast. It be- 
gan to be painful, and, lying down on 
his side, Lee called a friend and said, 
"Jack, pull this devilish thing out." 
The friend gave a tug. The arrow did 
not move. "Put your foot against my 
side and try it again." The other did 
so. The pain must nave been horri- 
ble, for Lee's face turned very white. 
Finally, out came the shaft of the mis- 
sile, leaving the steel head four or five 
inches" deep In the young lieutenant's 
breast. It was a severe wound, for the 
heavy steel head could not be reached 
by the surgeon.

other women—in fact, teachers in fe- 
male seminaries have hardly more 
prospect than nuns, their limited as- 
sociation with the opposite sex and the 
restraints under which they are visited 
by gentlemen, fully explaining the sit- 
uation. It is clear, however, from the 
figures furnished, that the rate of mar- 
rlage among "co-educated" women is 
higher than among women who attend 
female seminaries. 
It is singular to 


notice that in the case of educated wo- 
men the same geographic differences 
between the East and the West may 
be observed as in the case of the oth- 
ers. 


In the North Atlantic division—that 


la, in New England—the marriage rate 
Is lowest. It gradually rises toward the 
West, attaining its highest figures in 
the mountain States, a fact which indi- 
cates that the educated Eastern woman 
who goes West to teach has an ex- 
cellent prospect of finding a husband 
there.

Are to Be Had. 


This is the season when humanity 


craves the green, fresh products of 
nature. 
The foreign or canned fruits of 


of the winter and the new vegetables 
which keep over the period, are being 
replaced by the "green stuff' of spring. 
With each week comes some new tempt- 
ing article, and the thoughtful house- 
wife can no sr have some green delicacy 
on her table each day. 


New potatoes have made their ap- 


pearance, although they are yet at such 
a price that daily use is a luxury. Fifty 
cants is the price per peck. Butter- 
beans can be had for 10 cents a quart, 
and lettuce has now reached the reason- 
able figure of 5 and 6 cents a head. 
Cucumbers, too, have dropped within 
the limits of the average housekeeper's 
pocketbook, these favorite relishes now 
being sold for 5 cents apiece. 


Greens are about gone by. There are 


still a few dandelions to be har}, but 
tiiey are practically gone out of the 
market. Native spinach alone remains. 


Strawberries have remained at aboux 


the same price for two weeks, although 
for a day or two they have averoged 2 
or 3 cents higher. The berries now be- 
ing used in this city came from Mary* 
land, comparatively none thus far being 
shipped from New Jersey. 
Pineapples 


are now on sale, the Cuban pines bring- 
ing 10 cents, and the Florida pines 12 
cents at wholesale.

Die of Grant's Head. 


When the present stamped envelope 


c '.ntract was entered into orders were 
given to make new dies for the several 
denominations,

The new heads of Franklin and 
Washington on the one and two cent 
stamped envelopes were satisfactory: 
but those ot" Lincoln aud Grant on the -t 
and 5 cent envelopes were neither 
artistic nor good portraits, and conse- 
quently the post office department has 
endeavored to get others that would be 
unobjectionable. 
As yet the stamped 


envelope'contmctors Jhave not succeeded 
in making an acceptable die of Grant, 
but they have made a fairly good one of 
Lincoln, aud hava begun making en- 
velopes bearing stamps of the 4-cent de- 
nomination impressed from the new 
die. 


The new stamp does [not differ from 


the i>Ul one except in the head upon it. 
This is larger than the old one, is more 
artistic and is a better portrait of Liu- 
coin. 


BOTTLE-MADE GEOGRAPHY. 


Italian Savant lAeclded Conflicting Claim* 


of P«ru and Kcuador. 


A few years ago the people of Ecua- 


dor derived much amusement from the 
ingenious method employed by the fa- 
mous savant Raimoudi to determine 
whether the Uio Mdraiiou or tho Hio 
I'cayali should be 
regarded as the 


main stream of the Amazon. 


Haiuioudi wa«» au Italian, but 1'cru 


was !)i» adopted country. 
If he had 


casi uis lot with the Kuiadoreans they 
would have applauded his cleveriifss. 
but they were almost ready, just theu, 
to rush to arms because Pt-ru scorurd 
thfir claims to a large region as far 
south as the Maraaon and Amazon riv- 
ers, and so they called Raimondi a 
erac-k-brained enthusiast and a vision- 
ary. 


The learned professor 
went about 


solving the problem in this way: 
He 


took samples of the water from each 
river a short distance above their con- 
fluence. Below that point the united 
rivers are known as the Amazon, and 
he also took samples of its waters. 


These samples were taken at two sea- 


sons of the year, when the rivers were ! 
at the flood and the lowest stages. Then ] 
the professor filtered his samples, and ] 
by analysis determined the amounts | 
of salts held in solution. 
He found j 


that the larger amount at all seasons 
was contributed by the Maranon, and I 
deduced the conclusion that this river, 
therefore, contributed to the Amazon 
the larger amount of water all the year 
round, and was. therefore, undoubt- 
edly the head stream of the great river. 


Raimondi's solution of the problem 


by means of a quart bottle and a for- 
mula struck the Ecuadoreans as being 
extremely funny. 


But the world recognizes the Mara- 


non as the head stream, and Ecuador 
is compelled to fall back upon her un- 
doubtedly proper contention that in'her 
territory the Amazon basis moat near- 
ly approaches the Pacific. 


It would reqjuire a canal only about 


30 miles long, from the headwaters of 
the Paute feeder of tbe Amazon to the 
gulf of Guayaquil, to form a continuous 
waterway from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic, and make an island of the north- 
ern part of South America when the 
Nicaragua or Panama canal is com- 
pleted.—New York Sun.

newspaper ever published in Pekin, 
except the Official Gazette, which has 
been going for 3,000 years. They 
called the new paper Chinese Progress, 
and advocated reform, the adoption of 
modern ideas, the right of petition and 
the freedom of the press. 


With his almost American energy 


and audacity, Mr. Kang succeeded in 
breaking through the sacred seclusion 
which surrounded the Emperor. He 
obtained admission to His Majesty's 
presence at .all times, 
much to the 


alarm and indignation of the Empress 
Dowager, the Princes and all conserva- 
tives. He became a sort of tutor to 
the Emperor. 


Kang-read to the Emperor the life 


of Peter the Great and. inspired him 
•with a desire to emulate that remarka- 
ble monarch, who lifted Russia out of 
barbarism. Through Kang the Em- 
peror also became familiar with the 
development of Japan, - and resolved 
that China should not be .left behind 
Us near neighbor fn the march of pro- 
gress. The Emperor became ao much 
interested in Kang's books that be had 
them read to him twice, and Kang's 
visits to the palace sometimes lasted 
eight hours, exciting intense 
anger 


and jealousy among the high officials. 


Under Kang's influence the Emperor 


Kwang Su issued a series of extraor- 
dinary edicts. One of them granted the 
right of petition to 
the throne for 


everybody, and said that "The Board 
of Censors will hereafter be delighted 
with the special duty of receiving and 
presenting to His Majesty all petitions 
that may be presented by scholars not 
In office or men of the people, persons 
hitherto not allowed to address the 
throne, except through their respective 
Viceroys or Governors. The Board of 
Censors is warned not to put obstacles 
in the way of people who wish to com- 
municate with His Majesty, for only 
through such sources can the Emperor 
learn the exact state of affairs through- 
out the empire." 


This 
proceeding was regarded as 


equal to a revolution by the Conserva- 
tives. Mr. Kang was in great danger, 
but, nevertheless, he went ahead. He 
persuaded the Emperor to sign another 
edict recognizing the freedom of the 
press, which was issued on August 9, 
1898. 
By it the editors of newspapers 


were granted "the special privilege of 
writing on political subjects in order 
to enlighten those in authority, and 
tear off the veil which hides in secur- 
ity the misgovernment of officials. This 
Is the primary reason for the institu- 
tion of newspapers in all countries." 


It Is difficult to convey an idea of the 


sensation this edict created. Hitherto 
there were no unofficial 
newspapers 


ouWide of the treaty ports, and any 
one who had the audacity to criticise 
an official had his head cut off, while 
a mere attempt to communicate with 
the Emperor was punished by a horri- 
ble death. 


Mr Kang is also credited with having 


secured an edict for the establishment 
of a free school system and a number 
of universities at the capitals of thft 
several provinces for 
instruction in 


modern sciences. Another edict re- 
quired candidates for office to be ex- 
amined as to their knowledge of mod- 
ern history. 


He further brought about the aboli- 


tion of slings and bows and arrows as 
weapons in the army, and also the use 
of fireworks and bad odors. 


Wang Tu Ho, for a quarter of a cen- 


tury the most powerful man at court 
except Prince Kung, "had been the Em- 
peror's tutor, and had great influence 
with him. He was the leader of the 
conservative party, and undertook to 
oppose Reformer Kang, but he met 
with disaster. He was stripped of his 
offices and honors, banished from Pe- 
kin and forbidden to ever enter the 
gates of the city again. Several others 
who attempted to oppose the young 
Canton reformer met with a similar 
fate, and it is believed that he. with 
the "assistance oC Kang Yen Hoon, 
brought about one of the numerous 
degradations of Lt Hung Chang. 


One of the great objects of Kang'a 


policy was to bring about honesty in 
the financial affairs of the empire. The 
Empress Dowager was the greatest 
thief of public moneys, and it was 
Kang's boldness in this direction that 
led to his final downfall. 


In 1887 the sum-of 142,000,000 was set 


aside for the creation of a navy. After 
five battle ships had been partly paid 
for the Empress Dowager appropriated 
the rest, spending a large sum on tho 
ropnir of the Echo Garden. Latar an- 
other ?42.000,000 was set aside for the 
construction of railroads, which sht 
also largely misappropriated. 


Kang fled from China, being threat* 


ened with assassination by the Em- 
press Dowager'i emtwarlei.

of his cadets from the Northwestern 
military academy to handle the gun and 
carriage.

The Hague is tbe most in consonance 
with tbe purposes of the conference. 
The very air anywhere in Holland, and 
particularly iu The Hague, breathes 
tbe spirit of contentment and good : 
wilL 
Nothing hurries there. 
The 


Netherlands look peaceful, but it is a 
peace that is well won—a peace that 
was wrested from man and nature. 


There isn't a prettier city than The 


Hague for its size in all Europe, nor 
one more beautifully laid out. 
It has 


broad, finely shaded avenues, which 
flank quiet-moving canals; its houses, 
from palaces to the homes of the well- 
to-do, while not imposing, have the 
Dutch air of substance and stability. 
A city now, with some 150,000 inhab- 
itants, it was a village when some of 
the most famous treaties of history 
were signed there in bygone years. 
If 


it is remarkable as a city, it was still 
more remarkable as a village in the 
old days. 
Some one has said that The 


Hague is half Dutch and'half French, 
a saying that arose, probably, from 
the fact that it is the court centre of 
Holland, and that French ways and 
manners prevail to a great extent in 
diplomacy. 


The congress called at the suggestion 


of the Czar to consider the qtfigitfon of 
international disarmament, met in' the 
Huisteu Bosch, or House of the Woods. 
This palace, which is 250 years old, 
is a mile out of town, at the side of 
the road to Haarlaem. 
It is in the 


middle of the Bosch, or forest park, 
which begins at tho fashionable end of 
the town and extends for three or four 
miles. 
The park is full of lofty oaks, 


which have been allowed to grow to 
their natural size and in their natural 
way, contrary to the usual Dutch cus- 
tom, which is to trim trees to symmet- 
rical shape. The House of the Woods 
is one of the private palaces of the 
Queen. 
It contains a great hall, call- 


ed the Oranje-Zaal, or Orange Hall. 


One of the show places of The Hague 


is the Royal Museum, in the Maurits 
Huis, which is named from Prince 
Maurice of Nassau, who built it nearly 
three centuries ago. It contains a rare 
lot of Chinese and Japanese curiosities, 
which is rather an odd circumstance 
•for a royal museum in Europe. 
It 


also shelters an iuvaluable collection 
of paintings from all the Dutch mas- 
ters.

timate friend and companion, has caus- 
ed a sensation in Berlin by the publi- 
cation of some curious facts about tho 
great German. 


The most sensational revelation was 


that, when his political career closed, 
Bismarck—the monumental man of 
the last half of the century, the most 
successful of mortals, If success 
he 


measured by achievements—actually 
contemplated suicid«. 


He says: 
"Bismarck undoubtedly contemplated 


suicide aa a relief from his intense 
sufferings, the full extent of which wag 
only known to those about him; but h» 
was restrained by pride. 


"His own words to me were: 
'Peo- 


ple wish "me long life.

of them. 
If they could take away my 


pains I also would consent to their 
wishes.

in every direction, and the ball will 
melt away as lard melts In a frying 
pan. 
The repulsive creatures that 


have thus been coiled up in a perfect 
sphere glide away under rocks, and one 
minute later not a snake is to be seen 
in that particular spot. 
But the other 


balls of snakes in the vicinity are little 
disturbed' fty' the stone. 


As' has Men said. Linkville is in a 


very barren district 
Nothing what- 


ever grows upon the rocky soil, not 
even sagebrush. 
And so the 
river 


banks, which are a mass of driftwood 
and rocks, seem a befitting place for 
enakes. 
But it is surprising that they 


should develop In such great numbers. 
When not rolled in balls, they may be 
seen slipping in and out along the rub- 
bish, and the ground for yards will be 
a squirming, wriggling mass. 


These snakes are perfectly harmless. 


Indeed, if it were not for this fact, 
Linkville would not be habitable, for, 
while the immediate neighborhood of 
the river is their favorite haunt, they 
roam for many hundreds of yards away 
and may be seen along the roadways 
and around the houses and creeping 
over the porches. 
They possess a 


marked, degree of lameness. 
You may 


pick them up with impunity, and chil- 
dren play with them on tbe doorsteps. 


The Linkville snakes are dark in col- 


or, with two yellowish stripes on their 
backs. 
The average size is about an 


inch and a half in diameter and a yard 
in length though many are smaller and 
some attain much greater proportions.

This chateau, found- 
ed in the fourteenth century, has been 
Improved and extended in modern days 
so that now it includes two courts, an 
outer door and an inner. 
The inner 


court probably is the oldest building in 
The Hague. 
It contains tho Gothic 


hall, a room of magnificent extent, be- 
ing 130 feet long, 62 feet wide and is 
69 feet high. 
This building also con- 


tains the library of the records of the 
town and nation. 


It was opposite the door of this court 


that the aged patriot Barnevelte was 
beheaded in 1618. The people gathered 
sand wet with his blood and preserved 
it as a sacred relic. 
The house in 


which Barnevelte lived is now a part 
of the hotel of the Minister of Finance, 
in the Lange Voorhout. In this court, 
too, the chambers of the States Gen- 
eral, or the Dutch Parliament, sit. 


What is called the Royal Palace was 


built three centuries ago, and has been 
rebuilt and extended several times" 
since. 
Th'e palace of the Prince of 


Orange is nearly two centuries old. 


Out at Ryswlck is the castle of Rys- 


wiclc, where, in 1797, the treaty was 
signed which ended what the American 
colonists called King William's war. 


Nearly all these palaces xvill be aglow 


with entertainments, given in honor of 
the delegates. 
Among the recreations 


of the visitors will be the beautiful 
drive to Scheveningcn, at the seashore. 
It was off this watering place that the 
Dutch Admiral Van Tromp was defeat- 
ed by the English. 


This will be the second international 


gathering In Holland within a year, 
the other having been at the corona- 
tion of Queen Wilhelmlna last August.

The Elephant 
was so successful 


financially and otherwise, that com- 
panies were at once formed in Chicago, 
Los Angeles and other cities to con- 
struct similar buildings, and in order 
to protect his interests at Coney Is- 
and Lafferty took out a patent on the 
:onstruction of buildings in the form of 
animals, birds and fish. The patent 
was granted on the understanding that 
but one similar structure had ever been 
erected. 
Up to the present time there 


has been no other, except an elephant, 
on a smaller scale, built by Lafferty at 
Atlantic City. 


The one exception was the historic 


Horse, of Troy, the proof of whose ex- 
istence is vouched for by Homer, Vir- 
gil and others. 
The Trojan wars, the 


greatest in the history of Greece, last- 
ed some ten years, ending about 1184 
B. C. 
Paris, son of King Priam, of 


that city, fell in. love with the wife 
of Menelaus of Sparta, the. beautiful 
Helen, and captured her, taking her to 
his walled city. 


He was the same Paris who, accord- 


Ing to legends, bestowed the golden 
apple upon the Queen of Beauty, in the 
Judgment of Paris. 
The entire Greek 


nation was incensed and sought re- 
venge. 
Nine years were spent in 


planning to take the city, and then an 
army of 100,000 warriors set sail with 
1,186 ships for Troy. 
Headed by Aga- 


memmon and Achilles they held a siege 
for nine years. 


A dissension among the leaders al- 


most brought about a 
catastrophe, 


which was averted by the strategy of 
Ulysses. 
He induced the entire army 


to set sail, ostensibly for home, but 
really for a nearby island, 
behind 


which they 
hid from 
the Trojans. 


They left behind a monstrous wooden 
horse, in which one hundred warriors 
were concealed. 


The Trojans, seeing the enemy dis- 


appear, opened "their gates, to find tha 
horse and one lone Greek, who said 
that he had been left behind. He also 
stated that the horse was a gift from 
the Gods. 


The horse was hauled through the 


city gates by the Trojans, who at once 
proceeded to celebrate their victory. 
At the height of the festivities when all 
vigilance had relaxed, the Greek un- 
locked the doors of the horse, the war- 
riors tumbled out, murdered the sen- 
tries, and threw open the gates to the 
Grecian army, which awaited them out- 
side. 


The patent office authorities evident- 


ly believed that Dafferty was not in- 
fringing upon the rights of the heirs 
of Ulysses, and 
granted his 
patent. 


Mrs. 
Lafferty now hopes to have the 


patent renewed, so that the Ohio Cen- 
tennial Commissioners will be obliged 
to pay her a royalty.

I thought the case was easily disposed 
of, and told my friend to go to New 
York every day for a week and visit his 
fat customer. This he did, but every 
time he telephoned the squeaky voice 
would bring up the mental picture 
formed before he had set eyes on its 
owner. 


"I was in despair and my patient was

he heard his voice. These cases are 
common, every day. We form queerly 
opposite pictures of men and women 
we hear over the telephone and never 
see, but in the great majority of in- 
stances, the impression is a momen- 
tary one, and it is seldom that the 
mistake is ever forced upon us in the 
startling way described by the patient 
Ltold of- 
"The telephone, by the way,. ha& p'rp-"' 


duced very many queer cases of neu- 
rasthenia that remain unaccountable 
excepting on the hypothesis that the 
new habit brings them into existence. 
I have liad very many patients who 
had to give up the use of the 'phone 
altogether where it had been used to a 
great extent before."

A large tanning establishment is lo- 


cated near Kobe. It was formerly un- 
der European management, but, after 
several unsuccessful attempts to op- 
erate it, it has been closed. There are, 
however, many email "home tanneries" 
in this country, and they are operated 
exclusively by the "Etas," a class of 
persons whose occupation is looked up- 
on as unclean. 
The beggars "Kojiki" 


constitute the lowest class in Japan, 
and next above them are the "Eta;" 
who monopolize the occupation of kil- 
ling animals for food, the tanning an<l 
dressing of leather, grave digging and 
similar work. 
The "Etas" are popu- 


larly supposed to be in possession of 
a secret method of tanning. 


Tanning being, looked upon in Ja- 


pan as a degrading calling, it is not 
probable that the industry will ma- 
terially improve here in the near fu- 
ture; and It is for tliat reason, to- 
gether with the additional ones that 
cattle are scarce in this country, and 
that there is a growing demand in 
Japan for leather of all kinds, that the 
United States has a teld in which it 
may largely increase its exportation of 
this article year by year.—The Manu- 
facturer. 


Hair for Manofactarlns Pnrpo»e>. 
The hair of the wild animals of South 


America is in great demand in Ameri- 
ca and Britain for manufacturing pur- 
poses. The reason is obvious. 
It is 


longer than the hair of animals in'al- 
most any other section of the world. 
First quality horse 'hair is chiefly sup- 
plied by South American wild horses 
for haircloth and upholstery. The tails 
and manes are generally used, and 
owners of horses bind the hair* up: in; 
coils. Hair which Is over sixteen In- 
ches long is utilized for the manufac- 
ture of haircloth; second quality is a 
mixture of the short hairs of noises 
and cattle, and third rate is Siberian 
goat hair. All these varieties of the 
hair of horses, cattle and goats fetch 
a good price in upholstery circles in th« 
United Kingdom and the United States.

in fixing up the graves of our country- 
men who had the misfortune of being 
dead and buried very far from their 
homes. I am indead very much obliged 
to you for you having informed me that 
there ia this aut of kindness oa the part 
of your government, for it makes me 
know your true friendship and delicate 
consideration to me and my dead fel- 
lows, but I have not heard that there is 
any design ou the "part of our govern- 
ment'to moye the bodies to this country. 
However I will inquire in^the navy de- 
partment here and write to you what 
the case may be. 
As you suggest, we 


are all separated, but I will tell to all of 
the officers who were in Portsmouth a 
year ago of your kind letter aud you 
may be sure that they will be very 
thankful to you. I am no\v a professor 
in the naval school at Terral. In the 
name of my cousin and friends, I re 
turn to you my thanks for your kind- 
ness and believe me that I shall never 
forget you.
